Robert L. Kincaid, The Wilderness Road, The Bobbs-Merrill COs, 
| New York, 1947, $3.75. 


The spirit of courage in pioneering was evervwhere observ-_ 
able in those whe turned their faces toward The Wilderness Road — 
at the beginning of the 18th Century. Interest .rg however is the 
early recognition of the importance of this trail as the princi. 

| pal rovte in the settlement of the West frem tho seaboard states 
| © Virginia and the Carolinas, and yet theré was a dolay of rear- 
ly. a century before very much was done to make the road accessihé4 
to all modes of travel. For a fvll half century waron caravan: 
were cbandoned for pack horses upon reaching the mountainous 
at Curberlara Gan, | 

The Wilcernezs Road beginning on the Potomac ran. southwester’y 
through the Shenadoah and the Holston Valloys into Tennessee turn: 
ing northwesterly through Cumberland Gap, gateway of the App-la- 
chians continuing through Yellow Creek, the Cumberland and Ken- 
tucky River Valleys through Boonesborough or Harrodsburg to ‘ic 
Great Falls on the Ohio in the vicinity of Louisville. This boox 
records experiences chiefly of those who settled the west by way 
of Kentucky although the Wilderness Rood gave rise to a more 
southerly route in the vicinity of what is now Kingsport, Tenn. 

The tangles of the land claims of the Transylvania Land Ccm- 
pany whose treaty between William Henderson and the Cherokeos 
was never approved by the Virginia Assembly finally exploded slong 
the trails of Kentucky through the faresighted rivalry of another 
fronticrsman, George Rogers Clark wrvu not only substantiated 
Virginia's claims to Kentucky but directed the destiny of these 
frontiersmen through the Revolutionary War anc fhecd them from the 
molestection of the Incians at Kaskaskia and Vincinnes, It was 
Colonel William Whitley who lived at Sportsman's Hill near the 
Gap who finally freec the Road in the late century from the 
attacks from Indians out of the Cherokee Nation aided by James 
Robertson and with the direct leadership of James Orr in what 
is known as Orr's Rebellion. This brought an end to the power 
of Dragging Canoc who had never recognized the treaty which was 
enterod into between his father and Colonel Henderson, 

Such names as Lord Fairfax, Dr. Thomas Walker, John Draper, 
Colonel William Elisha Wealden, John Anderson, Robert 
‘Kilgorc, Daniel Boone, Major James Harrod, Georre Rogers Clark, 
Patrick Honry, Lord Dunmore (as prisoner), Arthur Campbell, Bon- 
jamin Logan, William Gillespic, William Myers, Rev. Lewis Craig, 
Colonel William Whitley, and others firurced prominently in the 
early history of the Wilderness Road. General Ulyssos S. Grant 
who explored thc full length of the Road after the Battle of Chat 
anooga with a viow to its subsequent use as a connecting line for 
his source of supplies made a decisive change in his stratcry in 

the use of Sherman's troops upon concludins that the concition 
of the Wilderness Road was not adequate. Two East Tennesseans, 
Carter and Nelson, figured prominently in that portion of tho 
Civil War waged along and pertaining to this route,

"A Name for Evil" by Andrew Lytle of Murfreosboro, Tennesseo, 
is more than a psychic symbol in an eerie world, The romantic
